THE female army cadet who fell from a 
window at Sandhurst College has 
revealed how her boyfriend proposed to 
her as she lay in a hospital bed. 


Amii Calway, from Dover, still has no memory 
of the incident, which saw her plunge 30 feet 
and almost die. 

She fell just two days before her passing-out 
parade at the officer training school, breaking 
her back and pelvis, puncturing a lung and 
lacerating her spleen. 

But the 22-year-old received a huge boost with 
the marriage proposal by fellow cadet David 
Freeman which took place as she was recovering 
at Frimley Park Hospital in Surrey. 

Now recuperating at her mother’s home in 
Dover, Amii told the Mail on Sunday: “He 
wrapped a load of presents to keep me occupied 
in hospital, like drawing pencils, and he slipped 
the ring in among them. 

“I opened it and was so shocked I couldn’t say 
anything. He said ‘Well, what’s the answer?’ and 
I blurted out ‘Of course I will’.”

THE speed camera pro- 
gramme is in chaos this 
week after the Government 
admitted calculations on 
casualties and lives saved 


could be incorrect. 

The Department for Transport cur- 
rently uses figures supplied by Kent 
Police when it comes to calculating 
deaths and serious injuries avoided. 

Currently these show a reduction 
of 58.3 per cent in accidents since the 
cameras came into operation across 
the county in 2002. 

But the DfT is now to re-evaluate 
these calculations as figures recently 
supplied by hospitals nationwide 
show an increase in hospital admis- 
sions. 

Later this month the department 
will decide whether to use the med- 
ical data rather than police. 

Discrepancies occur as police offi- 
cers called to a scene make a judge- 
ment on injuries when they arrive. 

This means internal injuries are 
not taken into account and nor is any 
subsequent hospital admission. 

Hospital figures are based on 
whether a doctor treats the victim. 

A spokeswoman for the Kent and 
Medway Safety Camera Partnership 
said: “Yes, at the moment we do use 
police figures. 

“But if the Government decides to 
change the way the figures are col- 
lated we will follow suit. 

“Tf a large scale discrepancy exists 
then it does need to be sorted out.” 

Kent Police agreed they supplied 
the figures under Home Office guide- 
lines. 

“We will not change anything until 
a Government decision is made,” 
added a spokeswoman. 

Nationally there are more than 
6,000 cameras across the country — 
bringing in £100 million of fines each

year — and fixed camera positions 
exist in almost all local towns. 

“We have put our entire road safe- 
ty programme into a box marked 
speed cameras,” said Kevin Delaney, 
former head of traffic at the Met 
Police.

Bid to honour 
town's heroes 


DOVER’S unsung heroes of World War 
Two will be commemorated if a cam- 
paign to award the town the George 
Cross is successful. 

Since 1944 there have been attempts 
and talks of awarding the town with the 
prestigious award and now campaigners 
are getting ready to make their case to 
Prime Minister Gordon Brown, Mayor of 
London Ken Livingstone, the Ministry of 
Defence and the Ceremonial Secretariat. 

The George Cross is the highest civil- 
ian honour for bravery and campaigners 
believe that Dover is deserving of the 
award. It was the only town in Britain to 
suffer constant onslaught between 1940 
and 1944. More than 200 civilians died 
and bombing and shelling destroyed 
over 10,000 of the town’s buildings. 

Marilyn Stephenson-Knight, one of the 
campaigners and also the researcher 
behind the Dover War Memorial Project 
said: “We have a lot of work to do in 
defining and presenting our case. 

“We need everyone to realise what the 
people of Dover went through during 
World War Two.”

Hoottheroadworkers.com has

ACCESS to new Government fund- 
ing could mean affordable ‘green’ 
housing being built in Dover and the 
focus is on Connaught Barracks. 

The area, which last year was the 
centre of plans to build an open 
prison, has now been identified as a 
site suitable for new green housing. 

Dover MP Gwyn Prosser said: 
“This extra Government funding is 
really good news and it will be very 
welcome in Dover, where we really 
are getting ready to redevelop the 
barracks.” 

The news comes after Housing 
Minister Yvette Cooper announced a 
major £500million package of pro- 
posals to push for houses for families 
and first time buyers. 

The funding will be available to 
councils who increase housing deliv- 
ery to meet the needs of those in the 
area and who can find land suitable 
for new homes. 

Thousands could be built in the 
UK after 200 extra disused brown- 


field sites were identified across the 
country after the Prime Minister 
had already announced 550 sites 
earlier this year. 

Connaught Barracks is one of the 
sites proposed to be involved in the 
new zero carbon housing plans for 
the area and Mr Prosser is excited at 
the prospect. 

He said: “Having the funds means 
that we will be able to regenerate 
this very special and attractive site 
in an environmentally friendly 
manner and launch it as an exem- 
plar low carbon eco friendly practice 
in Kent.” 

For councils to get the extra fund- 
ing from the Government they must 
set out clear plans on the number of 
homes they need and meet agreed 
deadlines for the new housing. 

Organisations including house 
builders, green groups and _ local 
councils have joined a partnership to 
work together to build 240,000 new 
zero carbon homes a year by 2016.

SMOKING may be allowed at train 
stations once again as stressed com-

Passengers have bombarded the office of 
Transport Secretary Ruth Kelly, saying the ban 
in the open air at stations is ridiculous.

You have been MP for Dover since 1997. Has it changed 
much over the years? 


Dover has changed enormously over the 
last decade and mostly for the better. 

In 1997 we were suffering from high unem- 
ployment, had been through two recessions, 
the Channel Tunnel had destroyed lots of local 
jobs on the ferries and nothing was being done 
for our mining villages following Thatcher’s pit 
closure programme. 

All that has changed — our unemployment 
rate has been more than halved, youth unem- 
ployment has been slashed by more than 90 
per cent and the Government’s coalfields 
programme has pumped £35 million into revi- 
talising the former pit villages and dormitory 
wards of Dover and Deal.

I didn’t plan to become an MP and I would 

not want to be one for anywhere else 
except this wonderful constituency where my 
family and I have lived for almost 30 years. 

What drove me into mainline politics was 
the obscenely high number of jobless people 
who were being cast on the scrapheap in the 
80s and early 90s and a desire to help do some- 
thing about it. 

During my seagoing career I was declared 
redundant on two occasions — once from 
Sealink Ferries in Dover — so I know what it 
feels like. 


Q’" are your favourite things about the area? 


That’s easy! Although I wasn’t brought up 

in the area, when I came to Dover in 1979 
looking for work I was given a warm welcome 
and I’ve always felt at home among the friend- 
ly people of east Kent. And we've got so much 
going for ourselves in this part of the county 
with our magnificent array of castles in Dover, 
Deal and Walmer, our splendid White Cliffs 
guarding the English Channel and all those 
miles of walks along the North Downs. 


Some people have negative opinions about Dover. Do you 
think this is justified? 


Dover has suffered some difficult times in 
the past, but anyone who lives here now 
knows that’s all changed. 

Tm proud to represent the Gateway 
Constituency in Parliament which houses the 
busiest ferry port. But an important port like 
Dover finds itself on the frontline when it 
comes to issues like the importation of drugs, 
bootlegging, illegal immigration and dealing 
with people claiming asylum. 

Until the Labour government beefed up the 
customs service and reformed our border con- 
trols, Dover was constantly being reported in 
the most negative terms. 

Although the situation has been trans- 
formed, there is some lingering negativity, but 
Tm confident this will be washed away as our 
ambitious regeneration plans take shape. 


Are there any changes you would like to make to Dover at 
the moment? 


I want to see the 25-year campaign to dual 

the last few miles of the A2 come to 
fruition; the Highways Agency speed up 
proposals for easing congestion on the 
A20 approach roads to Dover and Id like 
local people to start believing in the ambitious 
plans for transforming Dover into a 
world-class town. 


There are a lot of regeneration plans going on in Dover. Do 
you think this will bring more people to the area? 


After years of prevarication and dozens of 

false starts, things are starting to take 
off in Dover with the commencement of 
the town centre development next year, the 
mid-town regeneration plans, the refurbish- 
ment of Priory station and the agreement to 
run the new high-speed trains between Dover 
and London. 

All this is taking place alongside Dover 
Harbour Board’s massive £300 million invest- 
ment in new terminals and marina facilities in 
the Western Docks, and I’m hugely enthusias- 
tic about the master plan which envisages 
linking up Dover’s town centre and surround- 
ing attractions to the seafront. 

The new Dover will become an important 
visitor attraction. 

It will create thousands of new jobs and 
make our town a nicer place to live in.

Cattle market ts hit again 


RESTRICTIONS on the 
movement of livestock 
after the latest outbreak 
of foot and mouth has 
once again delivered a 
major headache for 


Ashford’s cattle market. 

And market chiefs say it could 
not have come at a worse time of 
year for traders. 

Although some movement 
bans were lifted on Saturday, 
trading of livestock is still at a 
complete halt. 

Mark Cleverdon, livestock auc- 
tioneer for the market’s Hobbs 
Parker said: “This really does not 
improve the situation for us very 
much at all. 

“The lifting of restrictions does 
mean that we could have a ‘red’

market which deals with animals 
going direct to slaughter. But our 
major business at this time of 
year involves animals being trad- 
ed from farm to farm either for 
fattening or breading purposes. 

“Last Friday we would have 
expected to see 10,000 cattle at 
the market ready to be moved on 
and this Friday another 5,000, so 
there is a tremendous backlog of 
cattle and sheep building up on 
farms around the country.” 

Only animals that are being 
sent directly to slaughter can 
currently be moved as authori- 
ties look to limit the danger of 
inadvertently spreading the dis- 
ease following confirmed cases in 
iS) 


Urry. 
Although cattle have been 


badly affected, the movement 
restrictions have even more seri- 
ous for sheep farmers. 

Chris Older NFU county chair- 
man said: “This is the busiest 
time for selling the lambs on to 
other farmers. It also means they 
cannot buy in new breading 
sheep. 

“Farmers have to keep feeding 
the animals and see what hap- 
pens. Unfortunately, bought-in 
feed has been particularly expen- 
sive this year. Normally at this 
time of year around a million 
sheep would change hands. 

“When the restrictions are 
finally lifted there is undoubted- 
ly going to be a drop in the prices 
as everything floods onto the 
market at the same time. We just 
have to live with it for a bit. But 
this has knock-on consequences 
for the whole year.”

They are thoroughly sick of being at the 
mercy of a landlord’s whims, the feeling of 
being reliant on someone else’s ‘goodwill’ to 
ensure shelter. 

They have tried to buy several properties in 
this time, sucked in their pride, accepted loans 
from their parents, and had their bank agree 
to a mortgage. 

The sales have always fallen through. 

The owners of the houses always decided to 
hold out for more money, which my friends did 
not have. 

One of these people was trying to sell their 
second home; understandably my friends are a 
little bit disheartened by the whole business. 

The rest of my friends who are still plaguing 
our parents take this as a cautionary tale, and 
thankfully stump up this month’s rent. 


The greed and self-interest of the household- 
ers who backed out of these sales can be hard 
to believe, but I suppose they are only protect- 
ing their own investments. 

You have to wonder what kind of authority 
allowed this housing shortage to develop in 
this fashion. 

In Kent we have been told more houses will 
be built over the next 20 years as part of 
Government plans to develop the area. 

Does anyone want to bet their tenancy 
agreement these will be in any way suitable 
for the needs of the area? 

If you want a four-bedroom detached house 
that has a couple of acres of garden on our 
beautiful south coast for your holiday home, 
then rejoice. 

That’s what we will probably get given local 
councils’ track record. 

If, however, you are looking to buy a well 
designed, affordable first home, then you had 
better keep on hoping. 

Either that or have yourself a couple of child- 
ren, and apply for council housing.

Tell us briefly about yourself 


MY name is Reverend David Ridley, I am 46 and married 
with three children. I am the Vicar of St Mary's Church 
and also the Dean for the Dover Deanery, which gives 
me some responsibility for churches in the area and sur- 
rounding villages. I have lived in Dover for almost seven 
years now. 


Do you think Dover has changed much over 
the seven years you have lived here? 


I DONT think it's changed a great deal. There are differ- 
ent issues now, though. 

When I first came to Dover the issue of asylum was a 
major concern for the Church in trying to respond to some 
of the needs of asylum-seekers and trying to address the 
hostility that was around. 

That really has finished now and it's more occasionally 
economic migrants, particularly from Poland, who arrive 
here without much support or resources. 

With regards to the actual town, there seems to be 
quite a lot on the horizon in terms of regeneration and it 
will be good to see some of that come to fruition in the not 
too distant future.

His relationship with fellow actors 
has not always been so harmonious, 
prompting Dirty Den’s dramatic exit 
from EastEnders just 18 months after 
his return from the grave. 

He was forced to apologise publicly 
after being involved in an internet sex 
scandal and was caught slating his co- 
stars. His character was murdered by 
on-screen wife Chrissie and buried in 
the Queen Vic's cellar, but Grantham 
claimed he had never intended to stay 
on for more than 18 months anyway. 

He said: “It wasn’t a difficult decision 
to return to EastEnders because I 
simply went back to kill off the 
character. It’s one of those things you do 
and then move on from.” 

In his autobiography, released last 
year, Grantham revealed he had 
attempted suicide three times since the 
scandal broke. But he was touched by 
the level of support he received from 
members of the public. 

“People of all ages came up to me in 
the street and wished me well,” he 
said. “Getting the book out of the way 
certainly helped to clear some cobwebs 
and now I’m working on a screenplay.”

Crowe back 
in the saddle

AT times, controversy used to fol- 
low Russell Crowe around like a 
bad smell. 


Be it in a New York hotel, where he was 
accused of assaulting an employee with a 
telephone back in 2005, or his infamous row 
with producer Malcolm Gerrie at the 2002 
Bafta Awards, Crowe made hot headlines. 

But these days, aged 43, the volatile New 
Zealand-born actor seems to have calmed 
down and settled happily with wife Danielle 
Spencer and their two sons Charlie, three, and 
Tennyson, one, at his ranch in New South 
Wales, Australia. 

During a career in which he’s played such 
colourful characters as schizophrenic mathe- 
matician John Nash in A Beautiful Mind and 
brash British sea captain John Aubrey in 
Master And Commander, Russell has contin- 
ued to avoid taking the conventional leading 
man route with his choice of roles. 

More recently he teamed up again with 
director Ridley Scott for A Good Year and 
played boxer Jim Braddock in Cinderella 
Man. 

And although box office takings for these 
films were disappointing by the Aussie actor’s 
standards, it seems that Russell isn’t — and 
probably never will be — all that bothered. 

“I just do things that appeal to me,” he said 
firmly.

Go upmarket on the Algarve

THAT Cliff Richard knows a thing 
or two. So do Michael Owen and 
Ronan Keating. Not to mention 


Madonna. 

What do they know? That the Quinta do 
Lago resort on the Algarve is an irresistible 
place to relax. So irresistible, in fact, that the 
locals claim these celebs have all bought prop- 
erties here over the years. 

Indeed, Cliff is so taken with this part of 
Portugal that he’s even established a vine- 
yard, Quinta do Moinho, just up the road at 
Guia, where you can sample his wine. 

In reality, Quinta do Lago is actually a vast 
area of many different resorts and is well 
known as a haven for golf lovers. 

But it’s also a surprisingly attractive spot for 
families, as I discovered when I took my 
toddler to the Monte da Quinta Club ‘village’ 
at the southern end of Quinta do Lago, about 
a kilometre from the sea. 

With about 170 townhouses and villas in the 
club, each with its own pool, it’s like a cross 
between an upmarket Center Parcs and 
Wisteria Avenue (for fans of TV’s Desperate 
Housewives). 

With almost 100 gardeners and groundstaff 
employed on the complex, many of these cob- 
bled lanes and immaculate gardens are 
almost as high-maintenance as those well- 
heeled women of the small screen. 

Each property is privately owned — mainly by

British or Irish investors — who then let their 
houses to tourists at certain times of the year. 

With a maid coming in every day to tidy our 
villa, it didn’t take us long to realise we had 
all the benefits of staying in a hotel but with 
the independence and privacy of self-catering 
thrown in. 

Just 100 metres away is the little MQ shop- 
ping centre, which includes a stylish trattoria 
offering decent pizza and pasta takeaways. 

Not only is the clubhouse home to the large

communal indoor and outdoor pools and health 
club, it also houses Kids World. 

Children from ages three to 12 can be 
dropped off here for half-day or full-day 
sessions (20-35 euros) and can then throw 
themselves into treasure hunts, plaster 
painting, puppetry or even go on trips to the 
local zoo. 

Kids World will also arrange babysitting for 
15 euros an hour. 

Quinta do Lago is separated from the 
Atlantic Ocean by the beautiful Rio Formosa 
nature reserve, which is home to many mig- 
ratory birds. A long wooden footbridge crosses 
the estuary and links the car park, where we 
left our bikes, to the dune-backed beach. 

There, sand and surf stretches as far as the 
eye can see, the view broken only by the sight 
of windsurfers making the most of the fre- 
quent strong breezes. 

It’s a great strand for sandcastles, but the sea 
can be a bit rough — and cold — for little ones. 

It’s a good idea to bring a picnic, although 
fish fans can spoil themselves at Gigi’s, one of 
the very few restaurants along the beach and 
one of the most famous on the Algarve. 

There’s no menu as such, just a list of the 
catch, which is charged by the kilo. We went 
for grilled squid for two in a delicious garlic 
sauce at 27 euros. 

In fact this is one of the few places around 
here where you might bump into some 
Portuguese locals. That’s how good it is. 

In fact, I only began to feel a bit stressed 
again when it was time to pack up for the 
half-hour taxi ride to Faro airport for the flight 
home.

MICHAEL Palin is back — this 
time with a series entitled Michael 
Palin’s New Europe, in which he 
eschews the far-flung corners of 
the Earth he tackled in Sahara 
and Himalaya, to focus on our own 


continent. 

And visiting Europe ended up being just as 
kooky as his more exotic journeys, particularly 
when he ventured into Eastern Europe. 

He went through 20 countries (“some of 
them very quickly — sorry Macedonia!”) and 
was delighted to discover the region had 
changed dramatically since he travelled there 
during the 80s. 

“The misconception was it was grey and 
grim and it turned out to be very lively and 
energetic,” he says. 

Part of that, of course, is thanks to Michael’s 
trademark chats with the locals. 

He said: “It’s a deliberate process to get 
people who are basically not politicians, not 
from the local tourist group and not people 
who want to tell you about tin production,” he 
explains. “We do try to get non-experts, just 
people with something to say.” 

The still-youthful 64-year-old still has to live 
with the Python spectre which still hangs over 
this multi-faceted performer, and while his 
trips to the desert and mountains allowed him 
to be more anonymous than usual, Europe 
was a different kettle of fish. 

“In Eastern Europe, more than any of the 
other series, there were a lot of people who did 
know [me],” he admits. 

The series started last Sunday in the former 
Yugoslavia.

He said: “Yugoslavia — they loved Monty 
Python. I remember it was the first non- 
English-speaking country that took Monty 
Python, it must have been 1970-71. We were 
like, ‘We’ve made a sale to a foreign country’.” 

He added: “The Slavs liked it a lot and I met 
a lot of people who just said what it meant to 
them at that time. Laughing at Python was a 
badge of how they would laugh at the system 
they had there, a little bit of a dig at authority. 

“But I had to try to tell them I’m interested 
in your world, not my own.” 

Indeed, for all the incredible, edgy work 
Michael has done over the years — from 
Python and A Fish Called Wanda, to all his

always been low key. 

He has three grown-up children and has 
been happily married since 1966.

HIPs expansion a push 
too much too soon? 


DESPITE little evidence that HIPs 
— Home Information Packs — are 
working successfully, or that they 
are beneficial to the property 
market, this week has seen their 
extension to include properties 


with three or more bedrooms. 

Initially, the scheme was to include all 
homes, but following heavy criticism the 
proposals were consistently watered down so 
that they could only be applied to homes with 
four bedrooms or more. 

However, the recent extension will increase 
the coverage from 22 to 70 per cent of the 
property market. But is it too much, too soon? 

Not only is it too early to evaluate the 
effectiveness of HIPs, but there has already 
been evidence that ‘speculative sellers’, or 
those who put their home on with agents to 
test the market, many of whom end up selling, 
have now been put off. 


JOHN Elliott, chief executive 

of Millwood Designer Homes, 
takes a close look at the still 

contentious introduction 

of Home Information Packs 


With the supply of homes coming on to the 
market at its lowest level for 10 years, surely 
we should be encouraging sales and not 
hindering? 

The extension to three-bedroom homes will 
only limit supply further and push up house 
prices, which have only recently started to 
settle. 

While it may not affect housebuilders such 
as myself — new homes are exempt, so long as 
they have an accredited warranty — potential 
buyers at our developments will need to be 


more organised when it comes to selling their 
existing home. 

Furthermore, purchasers part-exchanging 
homes with developers will also require a HIP, 
so, depending on how long it takes to gather 
this information, a normally quick sales 
process becomes drawn out. 

With an energy performance certificate 
being the only new piece of information that 
has come from the introduction of HIPs, 
despite purporting to contain all manner of 
legal documents, I continue to doubt that they 
have any real purpose, apart from adding to 
the coffers of Government. 

While I fully support anything designed to 
help preserve the environment, I don’t believe 
that the certificates go any way towards this 
and the cost outweighs the benefits. 

For the second-hand market the results of 
this energy performance survey may provide 
the buyers with the leverage to haggle down 
the price of the home, meanwhile costing the 
sellers even more money.

Once complete, the building will form the 
jewel in the crown of leading luxury hotelier 
Elite Hotels. 

Canterbury-based Cardy’s contracts director 
Mike Stannard said: “It has certainly been one 
of our biggest projects to date.

“However, we have a great deal of experience 
in jobs of this nature and we have a long- 
standing relationship with Elite Hotels — so it 
was not such a daunting task.” 

Not only was the restoration one of the 
biggest projects that Cardy has tackled, it was 
also one of the strangest. 

Mr Stannard said: “The estate is home to 
several species of bats, which are protected by 
law. 

“We liaised with the Department for Envir- 
onment, Food and Rural Affairs and built a bat 
cave with 50 bat boxes to rehouse bats found 
on site during the restoration project.” 

And that wasn’t the only unusual job facing 
the firm, which has been working on the site 


since September 2005. Mr Stannard said: 
“One of the main challenges is that when 
youre working on a building that’s more than 
200 years old you cannot rely on up-to-date 
survey information. 

“This means we had to perform a lot of inves- 
tigation work to find out if we could do things 
the way they were drawn by the designers. 

“Sometimes we found that things weren’t 
always as they seemed, which meant there 
were a few problems to overcome. But that’s 
why we're here.” 

On top of that, the sheer scale of the project 
was breathtaking. Cardy’s builders installed 
175,000 metres of cabling, used one million 
bricks in new buildings, restored 27 chimney 
stacks and indented more than 3,500 pieces of 
new stone into the external walls of the man- 
sion house.
